e are pleased to present the first Community Report produced by the Newark 

Substance Abuse Work Group (NSAWG) which is a collaborative initiative 

coordinated by the Newark Fighting Back Partnership, Inc. (NFBP). The NSAWG 
brings together a variety of public and private institutions and agencies to study 
community indicators. Simply put, indicators provide a picture of the risk factors and 
impact of substance abuse in our community. The data it included in this report can help 
us better understand the community's substance abuse problems and develop strategies to 
address them. 


The purpose of this report is to collect, analyze, disseminate data and provide an 
overview about the abuse of illegal drugs and alcohol in the city of Newark. The 
NSAWG also monitors the ongoing impact of substance abuse in the community. This 
will be accomplished by publishing follow-up reports to provide an update of the impact 
of illegal drugs and alcohol in the city of Newark. 


The NSAWG selected the indicators in the community report because they reflect a 
sampling of some of the major areas adversely affected by substance abuse. While the 
indicators are not absolutely definitive in identifying the extent of the problem, the 
NSAWG believes that they provide a comparison of past and current conditions and a 
general assessment of the negative impact of a problem that has plagued our community 
for too long. 


This report is intended to serve as a tool to encourage the Newark community to engage 
in meaningful discussions, planning and implementation of prevention and treatment 
strategies to reduce the harm associated with substance abuse. NFBP is committed to 
convene, support and collaborate with all organizations, institutions and residents in the 
community to improve the living conditions and environment in the city of Newark by 
addressing the problem of substance abuse through coordinated and comprehensive 
strategies.
